OUTRAGE NOT PREMEDITATED 


A S S AU LT UPON A COLORED SOL­ 


DIER BY A W H I T E MAN CAUSE 


OF T H E TRO U BLE . 


Galveston, Tex., March 18.—Accord­ 
ing to a story printed by tho Galves­ 
ton News, the mystery surrounding 
the murderous midnight raid of tire 
negro soldiers from the Twenty-fifth 
Infantry upon the people of Browns­ 
ville, Tex., on Aug. 13 last year, has 
been cleared up. 
A full statement has 
been made by one of the discharged 
negroes to two representatives of the 
Galveston News. 
After seven months 
of In VOS titration by the authorities of 
the United Plates, during which time 
the most searching inquiry has failed 
to shake the testimony of the negroes 
that they 
did not commit 
the our 
Iago, a confession has been secured 
from one of the discharged soldiers, 
who admits that he partially partici­ 
pated. 
The man has been living In 
Galveston a large part 
of tho time 
since he was discharged without hon­ 
or from the military serries, and is 
still In the city. 
According to the statement made to 
the reporters, 
the outrace 
was not 
pre rn cd it at <sl, but was tho result of an 
alleged Injury done 
one of tho sol­ 
diers by a white rho In Brownsville 
about half an hour before the raid was 
made. 
The negro was struck by the 
white man at a report In Brownsville. 


Wanted to Even Up Old Scores. 
The negro, returning to the barracks, 
sedued Ws rifle and announced that he 
was going to kill the white man. Sev­ 
eral of the negroes 
promptly volun­ 
teered Vo go along and see the work 
well done and to wipe out old scores 
which they had against the citizens 
on account of the Injuries which they 
claimed to have suffered. 
The negroes 
returned to 
tho bar­ 
racks after committing the assault on 
the town and many soldiers assisted 
in the hurried cleaning of the guns for 
the inspection w'hich followed soon af­ 
ter the shooting in the town ceased. 
Apparently the soldier* from only 
one company participated in the raid, 
although practically 
the entire bat­ 
talion knew that soldiers had done tho 
shooting. 
Mony of tho negroes belonging to 
Uiis battalion 
enlisted in 
Galveston 
during the summer of 1905 and 
re­ 
turned 
to the city 
after being 
dis­ 
charged 
from the 
army. 
Knowing 
there was a story in some of the re­ 
turned soldiers a News reporter has 
been working on them for two months, 
but with poor success, because the ne­ 
groes had been advised 
by local ne­ 
gro politicians to avoid a newspaper 
man. 
Another reporter was assigned 
to 
tlfc story and 
met with 
success 
through 
the 
fact 
that 
the 
negro 
jumped at the conclusion that he was 
a United States secret service detect­ 
ive and let the secret out for obvious 
reasons. 
Th* man who talked to the report­ 
ers gave bis name as D. C. Gray and 
stated ho was formerly a private In 
Company 
B of the 
Twenty-fifth in­ 
fantry. 
He is apparently twenty-nine 
years of age and I* about five feet ton 
inches in height, and a mulatto.

Are Everybody’s Patterns 
TO VOVK TIII; GIRLS’ SCHOO! 


Believed That the Curls’ School 


Will be Removed From Vicinity 


of Boys’ School 


Senator Alderman, who was homo 
over Sunday, in speaking of the pros­ 
pects of securing a state training school 
for girls, said that the conditions, in his 
opinion, were very favorable to Rrain- 
erd securing the school. The Wilson 
bill, which provides for the removal of 
the school from Red Wing and its loca 
tion at some other point in the state, 
will, he believes, pass both houses of 
tho legislature. This bill is being urged 
by the Minnesota Federation of Wo­ 
men’s clubs and by many of the clergy 
of tho state on the ground that it is not 
conducive of the best results to have 
the incorrigible boys and the bad girls 
living within 1,000 feet of each other. 
Senator Alderman 
appeared before 
tho training school committee of the 
state senate Friday urging the removal 
of the school in the interests of morality 
and of the benefit to bo gained bv the 
inmates, regardless of whether or not 
the institution was to come to Brainerd. 
Ho also tried to impress upon the com­ 
mittee that Brainerd was the logical lo­ 
cation. 
Red Wing, of course is lighting the re­ 
moval of the school to the utmost, and 
to that end making some bitter attacks 
upon tho ladies of tho federation and 
upon the legislators, which are hardly 
conducive to securing the friendship of 
these bodies. 
After his appearance before the sen­ 
ate committee Mr. Alderman received 
the following letter from the girl’s in­ 
dependent school eommitte of the Min­ 
nesota Federation of Women's Clubs: 
“Hon. S. P. Alderman, 
State Capitol,
